PROBERS TOLD RELIEF BREEDS ILLEGITIMACY 


Charges that state relief programs encourage illegitimacy on 
a production line basis have been made before an Illinois 
state legislature committee. 


Members of a joint Illinois senate-house committee probing 
rising relief costs in that state heard J. C. McCormick, a Pu­ 
laski county farmer, charge that there are families of "profes­ 
sional paupers" with a second generation on relief. 


McCormick, who was produced by the Illinois Agricultural 
association, cited the case of a woman who bore 14 illegitimate 
children, and said that three of her daughters have in turn 
mothered a total of four children out of wedlock. 


"These three daughters have never received a dollar in their 
lives except from relief,” McCormick said. "They have spent 
their entire lives on the public dole. 


“The only thing they can look forward to is to continue pro­ 
ducing illegitimate children ¡n order to live.” 


McCormick, who said he is thoroughly acquainted with re­ 
lief problems of his county, declared there are thousands of 
women in the state wlfb “raise illegitimate children as a liveli­ 
hood.” 


Such charges have been and are being made concerning re­ 
lief in Missouri. 


“There are a number who do so coldly and deliberately,” he 
continued. “Just as I raise hogs for profit, they are raising 
children for the government.” 


Labeling state relief programs as "brainless benevolence,” 
McCormick called for revision of state laws that he said "place 
a premium on illegitimacy.” He called for more vigorous pros­ 
ecution and tighter laws pertaining to fathers of children born 
out of wedlock, reports the Chicago Tribune. 


One example of what he termed “free wheelers” involved a 
Pulaski county man who. McCormick said, traveled a “cir­ 
cuit” of three or four women, staying with them long enough 
to father a considerable num ber of illegitimate children. 


McCormick spoke freely in describing conditions in his eounl 
ty, where about 2,000 of the 13,000 residents are on relief. 


The tragedy of this situation is what will become of these 
children? Aside from the raiding of tax money and the moral 
and social rot of the situation there is a humanitarian angle 
that demands action for the children’s sake. 


Another situation where "charity” begins at home.

A new record was set in the 
House of Representatives on April 
4 when a total of 14 roll calls were 
completed in 
hours on 14 of the 
18 amendments which had been 
tentatively adopted to the bUl mak 
ing appropriations for the Depart­ 
ments of Labor, and Health, Edu 
cation and Welfare. 
Voice votes 
were taken on the four other a- 
mendments which were adopted, 
and it was also on voice votes that 
the motion to recommit the bill 
w as defeated, and a motion to pass 
the bill carried. 
It was interesting to note that 
five of the amendments which the 
House, while in the Committee of 
Whole, had approved, were reject­ 
ed on roll call votes. Two of the 
amendments, making cuts in the 
bill which this Representative sup­ 
ported, were defeated by margins 
of three votes in one case, and only 
one vote in another. 
During the seven days of general 
debate on consideration of many 
amendments, the House had been 
able to tentatively knock $68,647,- 
000 from the $2.8 billion bill, but 
the roll calls referred to above re­ 
stored $52,976,000 to the measure 
which had alreadv been trimmed 
down some $118,774,700 from the 
President's budget. 
And of the 
nearly $16 million w h i c h was 
knocked out by amendments, all 
is not either a savings or a reduc­ 
tion in spending. 
For instance, 
one item which was reduced $1, 
500,000. represents payment* for 
Federal employees w'hich must be 
paid; the funds can be used for no 
other purpose and if the amount 
appropriated 
is

PROBERS TOLD RELIEF BREEDS ILLEGITIMACY 


Charges that state relief programs encourage illegitimacy on 
a production line basis have been made before an Illinois 
state legislature committee. 


Members of a joint Illinois senate-house committee probing 
rising relief costs in that state heard J. C. McCormick, a Pu­ 
laski county farmer, charge that there are families of “profes­ 
sional paupers” with a second generation on relief. 


McCormick, who was produced by the Illinois Agricultural 
association, cited the case of a woman who bore 14 illegitimate 
children, and said that three of her daughters have in turn 
mothered a total of four children out of wedlock. 


“These three daughters have never received a dollar in their 
lives except from relief,” McCormick said. “They have spent 
their entire lives on the public dole. 


“The only thing they can look forward to is to continue pro­ 
ducing illegitimate children in order to live.” 


McCormick, who said he is thoroughly acquainted with re­ 
lief problems of his county, declared there are thousands of 
women in the state wlfb “raise illegitimate children as a liveli­ 
hood.” 


Such charges have been and are being made concerning re­ 
lief in Missouri. 


“There are a number who do so coldly and deliberately.” he 
continued. “Just as I raise hogs for profit, they are raising 
children for the government.” 


Labeling state relief programs as “brainless benevolence.” 
McCormick called for revision of state laws that he said “place 
a premium on illegitimacy.” He called for more vigorous pros­ 
ecution and tighter laws pertaining to fathers of children born 
out of wedlock, reports the Chicago Tribune. 


One example of what he termed “free wheelers” involved a 
Pulaski county man who, McCormick said, traveled a “cir­ 
cuit” of three or four women, staying with them long enough 
to father a considerable number of illegitimate children. 


McCormick spoke freely in describing conditions in his couni 
ty, where about 2.000 of the 13,000 residents are on relief. 


The tragedy of this situation is what will become of these 
children? Aside from the raiding of tax money and the moral 
and social rot of the situation there is a hum anitarian angle 
that demands action for the children’s sake. 


Another situation where “charity” begins at home.
